THE AMERICAN NEWS. 



J Interesting as 1ms been the situation nt 
Ihatttinoogn fur the last few dayg, public at- 
iniiou has once mora been forcibly recalled 
li the iniportunt and startling events thai are 
■ inspiring in Virginia. Lee has paused in 
lis retrograde march towards Richmond, and 
liming on Meade, who in the fnce of his 
Bswarful and dangerous opponent has 
Ivealiened his forces by sending two corps 
W'urmec to the aid of Uosccrans, is pressing 
lim with irresistible vigor. Crossing the Rapi- 
lan he endeavored to turn Meado's right 
Bank, and thus force him to accept battle 
Ivith the river in his renr ; to avoid this the 
|attcr hurriedly recrosscd the Rappahunnocl; 
rtand retreated towards Manassas, closely 
■followed by his energetic antagonist. After 
■two heavy skirmishes between the rear and 
pdvanced guards of the two forces, the army 
lot the Potomac has oueo more taken up its 
[ground on Ccntrevillo Heights with the 
Ifdmous field, of sBull Run in its front. Gen. 
I Lee has despatched Hill's corps in tho direc- 
Ition of Leesburg, whether as a feint or to 
repeat, for the third time, the passage of the 
1 Potomac, and to levy contributions on the 
wealthy towns and farms of Pennsylvania 
remains to be seen. Meanwhile a great 
battle on the old ground is daily expected, 
and on its results depend, in a great measure, 
the destiny of the campaign. The city of 
Washington, as may well be expected, is in 
a slate of great excitement at the near ap- 
proach of the redoubtable rebel general. 

Affairs are comparatively qaict at Chatta- 
nooga, although the position of Rosecrans is 
still sufficiently critical ; hi3 connection with 
Burnsido is completely brokon, and tho rebel 
batteries from Lookout Mountain are shelling 
his intrenchmcnts. Matters in that quarter 
will, however, doubtless remain in ihi/u qiit 
till the result of tho position at Centreville 
is declared. 

From Charleston the news is interesting, 
although not possessing great importance ; 
it is said that the Federal " Ironsides " has 
been disabled by a torpedo, and that the 
rebel rau.s will lake advantage of this, com- 
bined wilh tl)9 absenco of Ihreo of the 
Monitors, to endeavor to raiso the blockade. 

A striking feature iu tho news is tnn tin. 
usual activity of tho guerrillas on all parts 
of the frontier. In Missouri, they are even 
threatening the state capital, while in 
Kcnlucky, Tennessee and Arkansas, their 
audacity is unbounded. The South is cer- 
tainly putting fotth her utmost efforls and 
demonstrating in the most practical manner 
that her euergies are not yet exhausted.

Situated as Victoria is, with only a sparse- 
ly settled back country — we depend nlmost 
entirely on iho Sound trade and an occasi- 
onal ship visiting us, during tho winter 
months. Cariboo, which gives impetus to 
trade during the summer months, is compa- 
ratively speaking depopulated in the winter 
season. Tho hardy miner, wearied Irom toil 
is compelled from tho nature of tho climate, 
to seek a lemporary residence elsewhere. It 
is therefore of importance to the people of 
Victoria to endeavor by all legitimate means 
to carry out any measure likely to add to the 
comfort of the miner, both socially and 
morally during his wintot sojourn in our 
midst. Most countries have their places of 
entertainment ; in this respect San Fran- 
cisco is not a whit behind any other country. 
She has her theatres, concert halls, mechan- 
ics and other institutions, to cater to the ap- 
petites and whimsicalities of all, so that the 
most fastidious pleasure seeker can be ac- 
commodated without traveliug to tho East- 
ern States to obtain it. 

We would therefore suggest to the public 
the organization of a mechanics' institute, 
where the miner as well as tho peoplo of 
Victoria generally, could obtain some 
rational amusement without going abroad 
for it.

LATER FROM ETJRCFE. 



The steamer Sierra Nevada, from San 
Francisco direct, arrived yesterday at 7:30 
a. ii*, b/inging the following important des- 
patches from the seat of war : 

Nkw Yohk, October 13— T he steamer Con- 
necticut, from Hilton Head 9lh, reports that 
the rebels, on the niylit of the 6lb, sent tor- 
pedoes attached to a' raft from Charleston to 
the Ironsides, oil' Fort Moultrie, which ex- 
ploded under her bow, deluging her decks 
with water, putting out the fires, hilling En- 
sign Howard, ami wounding seveial seamer, 
but doing the vessel no damage. Tho Iron- 
sides romair.s off Kort Moultrie. The Moni- 
tors are doing picket duty off Fort Sumter. 
General Qilmore is still erecting butteries on 
Morris Island. 

Tho Times' Morris Island correspondent, of 
October 2th, says that so much damage was 
dune the Ironsides by the rebel torpedo, that 
it is seriously contemplated to send bcr north 
for repairs. Our naval picket boats were at- 
tacked at the same time, and it was though t 
.bat the rebels would soon make a demon- 
stration on our licet with their rams, as ihreo 
of our .Monitors are absent. The two detailed 
to temove harbor obstructions had arrived. 

Cairo, October 14.— We have Memphis 
dates to the 12th. A force of rebel cavalry, 
variously estimated at from 8,000 to 15,000, 
has been threatening the Memphis and 
Charleston road for some days, and a portion 
of Gen. Hurlburt's force has been constantly 
kirmisbing with them. On Sunday morning 
several culverts were destroyed in the vicinity 
of Georgetown and Collierville, and during 
the forenoon an attack was made by Chal- 
mers with cavalry and artillery. He is re- 
ported to be 3,000 strong, and in garrison, at 
tlm latter place, and we succeeded in driving 
them into their fortifications. During the 
tight, Gen. Sherman, with a detachment of 
regulars, arrived and engaged the enemy, and 
repulsed him with heavy loss. Our loss was 
10 killed and 60 wounded.

New York, Oct. 16— A billiard match 
for fifteen hundred points came off last night 
in New York for the championship of Ameri- 
ca, between Kavanagh and Sereiter. The 
rormer won by seven hundred and eighty-five 
points. 

GencrnI Mosquera had declared the U . S. 
of Columbia in a stale of war, and ordered a 
levy for 8000 men. 

Cixcimnati, Oct. 1G— The Commercial's 
Chattanooga correspondent confirms the re- 
ported mutiny in Uragg's army. It was 
occasioned by the refusal of the Georgia mili- 
tia to remain longer in active service. Thoy 
represented that they hud volunteered only to 
drive tho Federals out of their own State. 
Bragg refused to grant them permission to 
return home, and they stacked arms. Long- 
street's men wero ordered into line, and dis- 
charged several volleys at the deserters, sixty 
of whom were killed and two hundred badly 
■wounded. 

In addition to this affair, tho arrest of Gen. 
Tolk has created considerable bad feeling in 
Brugg'a army. 

N«W York, Oct. 10— Tho telegram to tho 
Tribune from Chattanooga, lath, says siucn 
the 7th no hostile demonstrations hare been 
made on our front. Yestorday our guns 
comnelled Bragg to remove his headquarters 
from" Mission Ttidgo, and drove away the 
whole signal corps on Lookout Mountain. 
The damago done the Nashville and Steven- 
son road by Wheeler bus been repaired and 
truins are running regularly, A rebel picket 
came into our lines yesterday, and reports 
the enemy building pontoons. This indicates 
an attempt to dislodge us from our position 
by a flanking movement across the rivei, 
which will be provided against by iioseerans 
There has been no communication with Gen. 
IJuruside for severnl days. 

Tho steamer Columbia, from New Oileans 
on the 10th, 1ms arrived. The only item of 
interest in tho papers is found in the rebel 
Mtisisstppian, which says that the Federals 
hud occupied Monroo, La. Dick Taylor is 
retreating to Shreveport, and tho Federals 
would advance as soon as reinforced.

EUROPEAN INTELLIGENCE. 

DATES TO SUNDAY, 27T11 SEPTEMHKR. 

Sandt IIooi, October 7.— Tho Persia 
with dates from Liverpool to September 26th, 
and from Queenstowu to tho '27th, has ar- 
rived. 

The pirates Alabama, ConraiJ nnd Georgia 
bad visited ports near the Capo of Good 
Hope, end captured and bonded several ves- 
sels. The ateamer Vanderbilt left St. Helena 
on tho 20tli ot August in pursuit. The Ala- 
bama is reported to have captured 48 prizes. 

Mason's letter to Karl Russel, on his with- 
drawal from London, is published. He 
quotes Davis's instructions, saying that ho 
believes the British' Government is deter- 
mined to dcclino friendly overtures and will 
not receive o minister, and it is therefore no 
longer consistent with the dignity of the 
Confederate Government for Mason to re- 
main. 

The Polish question remains unchanged. 
It is reported that Baron Gross informed 
Earl Russell that it was the opinion of the 
French Government, relative to tho Polish 
negotiations, that it is preferable to close the 
useless diecussjpn. 

New York, October J.— Tho following is 
additional by tho Persia :

The had eapUrad the ship 
Sanleo, Irom Acayab (Aracan, Hay of Hon- 
gal ) The United States Consul protested 
Bgainal the capture of the Sea Rird, which 
had also been uupturud by this vessel, op the 
ground that she was captured in British 
waters ; and also demanded the delivery of 
tho Tusoatoosa, on the ground that being a 
prize, and not yet condemned, she vbljtud 
tho neutrality proclamation by entering a 
British port. The Government decided ad- 
versely to tho Consul in both oasos, where- 
upon the Consul entered a protest.

The Daily News says 
that Bragg's victory is a striking demonstra- 
tion of tho wisdom of the now policy or tho 
Confederates in combining their forces to ar 
rest the advance of tho Federals. 

The Paris Sicr.le argues that if A. H 
Stephens (Confederate Commissioner) visits 
Paris with tho expectation of proou ing tho 
recognition of the South, he will return dis- 
appointed. It says that the time for that is 
past, if it ever existed. The South, by 
arming its negroes, sfjows that its resistance 
is exhausted. , , 

Tho Arohdqke Maximilian has answered 
the Mexican deputation, that ho is ready to 
accept tho throne on the free and spontaneous 
expression ol tho population, and on a 
guarantee for tho integrity and independence 
of the country, .

"This, he says, 
is the expectation of my Federal friends, who 
look upon a war against us with horror, and 
of my Confedeiate friends who exult in its 
approach." 

The ship " Anglo Saxon," b iund from 
Liverpool lor Now York was burnt by the 
•• Florida" thirty miles from Kinsalo, on the 
21st August. The crew wore landed at 
Brest. 

Her Majesty's stoam sloop " Geyser, 
Commander Pechell, had boon waiting un- 
successfully from the 2 1st to the 28th August 
for intelligence of the stoamship " Florida," 
which had beon burning vessels off tho west 
coast of Ireland ; she had returned to 
Plymouth to take in water, and when re- 
plenished was to resume her duty off Ireland. 

The Queen has arrived in Germany, and 
has taken up her residence at Rosonau, the 
birthplace of the Princo Consort. 

The Prince nnd Princess of Wales nro en- 
joying their retirement in tho Highlands and 
were lately present at the Braemar gathering. 

The gieat trial between Mr. Wolley and 
tho Sun Fire Insuranco, at the Croydon As- 
oi/.os, before Baron Bramwell, is at last con- 
cluded, having occupied fivo days, the jury 
returning almost directly a verdict for tho 
plaintiffs, lor £4,277 I tho judge summing up 
at great length, and 'jailing the attention ol 
thn jury to the improbability of a man com- 
mitting tho three gieat crimes of fraud, arson 
and murder, for such were in fact the charges 
brought against Wolley, against who3o pre- 
vious lite nothing moro could bo alleged than 
that "ho did not pursue quite so steady a 
course as one of mercantile habits might have 
done, and was at one time at an hotel, and at 
another time acting at a theatre, und glad of 
benefit." 

In regard to the Russian question, tho note 
of Austria to Russia expresses great regret 
that Russia has not given a more satisfactory 
reply to the notes of the Great Powers. The 
note then proceeds to state that the interest ol 
Europe demands on early lulfjlnient of tho work 
ol conciliation jn Poland.. Foreign influence, it 
says, is not tho only causes of the insurrsc- 
lion ; that Poland would ba tranquil if 
Russia had fulfilled the political aud religious 
engagements which she had contrasted. In 
concluiion Princo Gortschakcff is requested 
to give his most serious attention to tho proa 
cut state of things, for the conseqtionces of 
which Austria declares Russia alone respon- 
sible. ■ , . 

Tho Frankfort Congress, composed of the 
crowned beads, and Grand-Ducal Princes of 
Germany, has not exhibited the unanimity «o 
niuoh to be desired in the purpose for which it 
assembled. The Austrian monarch's project 
(or Reform was not met, and accepted uncon- 
ditionally, the smaller powers resolving 
among themselvos, and almost unanimously, 
that tho Austrian propositions should be re- 
jected, and that oaoh separate paragraph and 
article of the Act of lielorm should be dis- 
cussed, and if requisite, modified. Some 
jealousies existed, and hardly one o( the 
resolutions brought before the Congress has 
met with the approval of all the Prince. » 
The constitution of tho Executive Powor is 
a rock on which tho project of Reform is 
likely to split. 

53 Intelligence had beep received thst the 
Japanese hud paid the indemnity. The 
Mikado had haued orders to expel foreigners 
und to close the Porta, 

Hudson Bay shares continuo in demand 
and have rather improved at 1^ to 1 tlis.
